This is in response to your Freedom of Information Act (FOIA) request dated December 
26, 2018, and received at the National Aeronautics and Space Administration (NASA) 
Headquarters FOIA Office on January 28, 2019. Please be advised, that due to a lapse of 
federal funding, we are currently responding to all FOIA requests that were sent to 
NASA during the Government Shutdown which lasted from December 22, 2018 through 
January 25, 2019, which caused the delay in responding to your FOIA request. Your 
request was assigned FOIA Case Number 19-HQ-F-00246 and was for: 

Files mentioning or generated as a result of the 2015 claim by “AnonSec” that 
NASA flight and radar logs and videos and documents had been hacked, along 
with a Global Hawk Drone. NASA responded by stating that the footage was 
already publicly available, and nothing had been hacked. At the time, NASA 
released a statement saying, “Control of our Global Hawk aircraft was not 
compromised. NASA has no evidence to indicate the alleged hacked data are 
anything other than already publicly available date. NASA takes cybersecurity 
very seriously and will continue to full investigate all of these allegations.” 

In response to your request, a search of NASA’s Office of the Chief Information Officer 
was conducted using the description you provided above. We located 1 document, 
consisting of 2472 pages, responsive to your request and it is enclosed. 

We reviewed the responsive record under the FOIA to determine whether it may be 
accessed under the FOIA's provisions. Based on that review, this office is providing the 
record in part, with portions withheld pursuant to FOIA exemptions 5 U.S.C. § 552 , 
(b)(6), and (b)(7)(C). 
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FOIA Exemption 5 U.S.C. §552 (b)(6) allows withholding of “personnel and medical 
files and similar files the disclosure of which would constitute a clearly unwarranted 
invasion of personal privacy.” NASA is invoking Exemption (b)(6) to protect the 
identities of lower level NASA employees, and any information that could reasonably 
identify these individuals. 

FOIA Exemption 5 U.S.C. §552 (b)(7)(C) protects from public disclosure “records or 
information compiled for law enforcement purposes [if disclosure] could reasonably be 
expected to cause an unwarranted invasion of personal privacy.” In conjunction with 
FOIA Exemption 6, NASA is invoking Exemption (b)(7)(C) to protect the identities of 
lower level NASA employees, and any information that could reasonably be expected to 
identify such individuals within this investigative record. 

You have the right under 14 CFR § 1206.700 to appeal this determination within 90 days 
from the date of this letter. Your appeal must be in writing and should be addressed to:

Your appeal should be marked “Appeal under the Freedom of Information Act” both on 
the envelope and the face of the letter. A copy of your initial request along with a copy 
of this correspondence and any other correspondence with the FOIA office must be 
enclosed. In order to expedite the appellate process and ensure full consideration of your 
appeal, your appeal should also contain a brief statement of the reasons you believe this 
response to be in error.
